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Publication of Rice Magazine Suspended 


LOS ANGELES - The combined Decem- 
bcr-January 1988 lssue of Rice magazine is， 
at lcast temporarily, the last one on the news 
stands. No one answered the telephones at 
Rice headquarters when East West called 
during regular business hours this week.The 
current suspension of publication puts to rest 
rumors of the magazine's troubles that sur- 
faced last fall. 

In its Oct 27 issue, East Westreported that 
a7Loy 41m8eleyTimey column hinted at the 2- 
year-old magazine'Ss demise. The Tey 
columnalsosaidthatRice'Sbackersexpected 
to lose $1 maillion by the end of 1988. 

Those reports were deniedby Rice manag- 
ing editor Kenyon Chan who stated at the 
time, “Wehaveevery intention of continuing 
the publication ofRice.”Chan didadmit that 
he and the magazine's board of directors 
would be meeting early this year to discuss 
changing the focus of the magazine. 

The wagazine was founded in November 
1986 by Doug Wong, Kenyon Chan, Law- 
rence Liu and David Latimer; Rice s first 
lssue came outin July 1987. Shortly after the

When I first Started reporting for East 
West, almost all of the press conferences 
werein Cantoneseandthenewsmakers were 
either Cantonese-Speaking Or Spoke the 
Toishan dialect. NoOw many press COnfer- 
ences are held jointly in English, Mandarin 
and Cantonese. In Some coffee shops and 
markets, you can hear a Smattering of Can- 
tonese, Vietnamese，Mandarin and several 
other Chinese dialects. 

Many ofthe family associations and tongs 
have been run for years by the Same cliques， 
But now they are facing new challenges to 
their authority 

Many ofthese newcomers didn'tgoto the 
right Schools in Hong Kong, are from poor 
areas of Vietnam or China, are politically 
neutral or just don't care to engage in anti- 
Communlst rhetoric， 

Butthese newcomers see their family and 
district associations run like private clubs， 
with outsiders excluded from the inner 
circle. They want a piece of the action, and 
are trying to place their representatives as 
controlling officers in the tongs and family 
associationSs. The ones in poOwer are per- 
plexed by the newcomers，who have every 
right by name or by district origin to full- 
fledged membership. 

What's at stake is more than just asSocia- 
tion-paid-for junkets to national conven- 
tions，or dinners at expensive Iestaurants. 
These tongs and associations Own 3a great 
deal of Chinatown. The properties of each of 
these organizations are valued in the mil- 
lions,andthe yearly income ls often stagger- 
ing.The associations controltherental prices 
of their income properties, So that key mem- 
bers can obtain long leases at low Trents.

There have been at least four instances 
Where a_ district Or region asSociation 
squabble ended up in court. Other associa- 
tion disputes havebeen publicizedin articles 
and advertisements in the Chinese-language 
newSpapers. 

Only one of the four court cases Was di- 
rectly connected to a left-right split. It Was 3 
Power struggle at the Tsung Tsin Associa- 
tion, which is one of the three major Organi- 
Zations in San Francisco representing the 
Hakka peoples. 

The faction Supporting the govermnment on 
the mainland lost in court to the pro-Taiwan 
facton. At stake was control of the associla- 
tion and its valuable ,assets. The pro-China 
group eventually formed their own asSocia- 
ton. 

The mostrecent courtcaseinvolved asplit 
in the Hung On Tong, which represents the 
people from Shuntak County. Some new- 
comers decided thatthetong,oneofthethree 
3aSSOCclations Tepresenting the Sam Yup 
peoples, needed new blood and mounted an 
aggreSSive election campaign， 

They unseated the established leaders， 
who fought back by taking the case to court 
and invallidating the election. The establish- 
ment leaders are still in power, but the issue 
is Still in the courts， 

The newcomers charge that the Hung On 
Tong leaders run the association "like a pri- 
vateclub.”Accordingtooneinsider,thetong 
has property valued at over $2 million and 
$250,000 ayear in income.

The booklet also contains statistics on population growth and distribution, education， 
incomeandpoverty,family composition,laborforce status,occupation,housing,andbusiness 
Ownership. 

During the ten year period 1970 to 1980 the population of Asian and Pacific Islanders im 
the UN9 grew by approximately 2.2 million; this figure Tepresents a two-fold percentage 
increase of Asian and Pacific Islanders in the total population. 

The increase is attributed to several factors such as the adoption ofthe Immigration Act of 
19653, the influx of Southeast Asian refugees under the Refugee Resettlement Program, and 
changes in the census race definition to include more groups.
